Other difficulties affecting the WMAS in all Ieender were the constant break— 
downs in the currently produced binding machines and the failure to deliver 
sufficient diesel fuel to tractor stations. ; 


At a meeting held in the Ministry of Agriculture on 12 September 1951,a new 
contract system between the VV MAS and the farmers wes: formulated, In the 
future, the farmer will contract with his MAS to meet: his obligatory pro~ 

duction quota by a specified date. If the farmer fails to 
fulfill his quota, he is liable to pay compensation, Should the M\S fail to 
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complete the Job in the required ttyl then it is liable to compensate the 
farmer, By this means it is hoped to raise the amount of work performed 
by the VV MAS in the DDR from 20% of the present total to 50%, 


Rt » meeting held at the Ministerium fir Industrie on 28 September, an order 
was promulaged that, without exception, all branches of industry not working 


on reparations, would, if necessary, have to suffer daily power cuts, All 


concerns involved in reparation work were to work 3 shifts and suffer no power 
eutssiznee the SCC had ordered that deliveries for the fourth quarter of 1951 
were to be completed by the end of October, ‘The effect of this on the VV MAS 
is considerable and interministerial complaints have been made, since .
